On August 30, 2021, PacifiCorp dba Rocky Mountain Power (*"Company") applied to
the Commission requesting an order approving an increase for the Company's current Electric
Service Schedule 34—Pacific Northwest Electric Power Planning and Conservation Act
Residential and Farm Kilowatt-Hour Credit rate ("Schedule 34"). Customers would receive a rate
credit of $0.010133 per Kilowatt-Hour ("kWh™) under the proposal.l Application at 6. The
Company requests its Application be processed by Modified Procedure, and proposes an effective
date of October 1, 2021. Id.
